KENOSHA, Wis., Oct. 21.— Bear­ 
ing a cargo of dead, the steam barge 
Maggie Marshall was towed into the 
Kenosha harbor by the tug Sport. On 
the hatch of the main deck, covered 
by an old tarpaulin were the dead 
bodies of four of the members of th e 
crew, w’ho had been cooked to death 
by escaping steam in the engine room 
of the boat between 
IO 
and 
l l 
o’clock last night, when the steam er 
was in midlake thirty miles east of 
Kenosha. 
The boat was completely disabled 
by the explosion of the steam pipe 
and she drifted aimlessly, bearing 
her burden of dead all through th e 
night, and was finally brought to 
anchor a mile east of the village of 
Berryville, four miles north of Ken­ 
osha. ju st after daybreak. 
The story of the bursting of the 
steam pipe and the long vigil of the 
surviving men while waiting for aid, 
is one of the most hdrrible ever told 
of lake disasters about this port. It 
culminated in three of the m ember 
of the crew volunteering to swim a 
mile through a heavy surf to get the 
aid for which the captain and his 
crew had waited in vain.
